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Railroad Forfeitures Reported The 


Southern Paoifio Grant.

January 14.—At a meeting 


of the'house committee ou public lands to 
day Cnaliuian Cobb submitted a report de- 
claring forfeited the laud grant* to Ihe Gulf 
& Sbl|» Island, Tuscaloosa & Mobile, Mobile, 
New Orleans, Klyten & Beard's Bluff, Mem- 
phis, Charleston, Savannah & Albany, New 
Orleans State Line and Iron Mountain 
Arkans" railroad companies, that have not 
compiled with the terms of their grants by 
building roads. The report was adopted and 
ordered printed 
Van Eaton read a dissent- 


ing opinion advocating a renewal of grants by 
congress. 


The question of forfeiture of the Texas Fa- 


olfio territorial land grant was then taken up. 
Roger A. Pryor, on the part of the Southern 
Paciflo Railroad company, made an argument 
against forfeiture. 
Ua contended that as a 


question of law congress had no right to de- 
clare the proposed forfeiture, that being ajtt- 
diciat proceeding, and argued as a question 
of fact that It would be an act of Injuslke to 
do so. The original grant of the Texas Pa 
clfio company did not contain tho provisions 
ot right of forfeiture, but provided that if the 
road was not completed within the time aud 
manner prescribed In the act congress would 
nave power to adopt such means as it deems 
' proper to secure the building of the

800 miles between that point aud El laso, 
to, unlew the gap was filled, the money spent 
in e~xtondlng Ihe southoiu Pacific to the Colo- 
rado hart bocn thrown away and a dead loss. 
Th«n It w»s that an assignment was made by 
the Te»« Pacific to the Southern Pacific, and 
the latter company went to work and con- 
structed the line of railroad by the first of 
May '83. Tho object, therefore,, which con- 
,r«i.i had In view In making the land b.ant in 
express terms "To tho Texas Pacific r Hroad 
company. Its successor* and assigns" was 
thusat'-lned and the conditions ot the act 
fully compiled with. Pryor argued that the 
Southern Pacific compaur as Ihe assign of.lhe 
Tex« Pacific, had fairly darned the lands 
and ** entitled to them. It could certainly 
bea,rfuedthatltmadeno difference to the 
government whether the great object coutera- 
plited In the original grant was accomplished 
bj one Company or Hfe other If there ma 
own Vjo assignment made at all and if 
were an original question bo sigued it was lu 
consonance with the policy of the govern- 
ment since '54 that congress should make this 
fcrant. He did not however put the claim ot 
the Southern Paclfio company on any such 
ground, biton Its legal right a? assign and on 
the faithful performance ot the work ror . 
which the land was granted. 


Another meeting of the committee was
